Wouldn’t it be great if Andover 
had a place where a guy could get a 
haircut for $2.25, or a woman a per- 
manent for $20? How about if there 
were an automotive garage or body 
shop that only charged for parts? 
Or a restaurant with a lunch of 
chicken cordon bleu, soup, salad 
and dessert for under $5?

“Oh yes. The girls are very, very 
nice,” Ms. Umpa said. 

The school charges only for 
materials used, so a woman's per- 
manent can cost as little as $20, 
according to Mary Lou Selvaggio 
cosmetology department head. 

“The same perm on the outside 
would be $55 to $60,” she said. 

Suzanne Anganes, a substitute 
teacher at the school who lives in 
Dracut, came in on her day off to 
get her hair done.

Town rabies 
clinic is April 4 


The annual Andover rabies clinic 
will be held Saturday, April 4, at West 
Middle School from 8:30 a.m. to noon. 
Andover Animal Hospital personnel 
will provide rabies vaccinations for $8. 

Staff from the town clerk’s office 
will be available to provide 1992 dog 
licenses. Dog license renewals are 
available on April 1 each year. The fees 
are $4 for males, $6 for females and $4 
for spayed females. If residents wish to 
renew licenses on April 4 and their 
dog’s rabies vaccination has not 
expired, bring a current rabies certifi- 
cate showing the date of the rabies 
expiration. 

To get a spayed female license for 
new spayed dogs, residents must pro- 
vide the spaying certificate as proof for 
the license. 

The 1990 Town Meeting passed an 
amendment to the Town Bylaw Article 
XII, Section 11 that requires a $2 
administration fee per month for every 
license renewed after May 1, The Town 
Clerk’s office encourages residents to 
renew during the month of April to 
avoid the administrative fee. To 
license by mail, send a check for the 
fee (including 50 cents for postage and 


handling) made payable to the Town of 


Andover, Include current rabies and 
spaying certificates. The Town Clerk’s 
office will return the license and 
paperwork after processing,

“We think we have a tentative 
agreement,” Officer Siopes said this 
past Tuesday. 

Patrolmen rejected the town’s last 
contract offer by an 18-12 vote last Fri- 
day night, with two members absent. 
Union representatives met with Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, Monday 
to negotiate some of the patrolmen’s 
final concerns and come up with the

Congressman John Murtha, D-

(Continued trom page |} 
needed to authorize the town to bor- 
row the money. 

The superintendent of schools 
hopes to combine warrant article 55 
with a request to convert the high 
school from electric to gas heat. 

“The town will see the savings 
right away if we can change over to 
gas heat” at the high school, said 
Superintendent Mark McQuillan. 

The committee had originally 
hoped to build a new elementary 
school in West Andover to alleviate 
current crowding and warrant arti- 
cle 55 was designed to borrow to plan 
the new school. 

After a subcommittee studied how 
much it would cost to build a new 
school, and considered other options, 
such as relocating the Senior Center 
and using the east wing of the former 
East Junior High School, the School 
Committee voted to build additions 
to South and Sanborn schools as its 
first choice. The administration 
believes it would cost between $4.5 
and $6 million to build the additions 
to both South and Sanborn elemen- 
try schools. 

Dr. McQuillan is currently work- 
ing with town finance officials to 
define the language and set an exact 
amount of money needed to plan the 
additions, plus convert the high

school’s electric heating system to 
gas. Dr. McQuillan believes $250,000 
will cover these needs, as well as 
plan for space needs at the high 
school, which he said will grow by 
400 students by the 2002. There are 
currently 1,232 students at the high 
school, he said. 

Dr. McQuillan’s preliminary war- 
rant article has targeted $10,000 to 
pay for “education specifications” 
such as how many and what type 
classrooms each elementary school 
needs, along with required lighting, 
plumbing and drinking fountain fix- 
tures. These figures are needed to 
apply for reimbursement funds.from 
the state’s School Building Assis- 
tance Bureau, he said. 

Andover is eligible for 60 percent 
reimbursement, but is close to last 
on the state list, behind more than 60 
communities. 

Dr. McQuillan believes once the

education specifications are estab- 
lished, the town manager's appoint- 
ed School Building Committee, 
which is required by law, will need 
$150,000 for architectural fees to 
design the two additions. The town 
manager has not yet appointed citi- 
zens to this committee. 

Dr. McQuillan thinks $90,000 will 
cover converting the high school’s 
heating system. 


Chris Outwin, former chairman of 


the School Committee, told the 
Townsman he doesn’t believe the 
planning costs will go beyond 
$180,000 for the two additions and the 
high school heating conversion. Dr. 
Outwin also said he doesn’t think 
planning for high school space needs 
should be part of warrant article 55. 

“T think that would be spreading 
ourselves too thin. We need to keep 
the request as simple and straight- 
forward as possible if we want to get 
support at Town Meeting,” he said. 

The School Committee will dis- 
cuss and most likely vote on the final 
wording of article 55 at its next meet- 
ing, Tuesday, April 7, at 7:30 p.m. in 
the school administration building, 
Whittier Court.

John G. Carlson, an Andover resident and 
president of RHM Consulting of Marlboro, 
spoke March 18 to the Greater Lawrence's 
Chamber of Commerce’s Human Resource 
Association on the Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act (ADA). A luncheon session was held 
at Boston University.

Mr. Carlson’s presentation centered on 
the key employment provisions of the new 
law, which goes fully into effect July 26. Per 
sons with disabilities will have new protec: 
tions from discrimination, including the 
removal of barriers to employment and the 
creation of supports. These ‘“accommoda- 
tions” form a critical element of the new law. 
All employers with 25 or more employees 
will be affected. 


Although the new law will add another 
requirement for businesses, Mr. Carlson sees 
ADA as an opportunity as well as a threat. 

“Disability costs are currently being 
incurred in health care, workers compensa 
tion and disability coverage. Pro-active man- 
agement of disability, when managed as part 
of employee health, has the potential for sig- 
nificant cost savings.

A group of Andover teachers learned 
about a new program on wildlife.

“It is because of a great debt of gratitude 
and a need to properly honor the founding 
fathers who labored so diligently against 
great odds in their adopted land, that the 
community finds itself in the midst of cele- 
brating a 75th diamond jubilee anniver- 
sary,” said the Rev. Dr. George A, Kara- 
halios , the church’s pastor.

Board wants new sidewalks

Selectmen Monday night unanimously 
voted to recommend approval of a Town 
Meeting warrant article that would appro 
priate $400,000 to construct new sidewalks 
on Shawsheen Road and Lowell Street, but 
they debated the priority of the project 

Gerald Silverman spoke against endors 
ing the article, but ended up voting to sup 
port it. He questioned whether residents 
would vote to spend $400,000 on sidewalks 
when so much money is needed to make 
improvements in the schools, especially 
West Middle School. Mr. Silverman said the 
proposal would surely create a big argument 
at Town Meeting 

Larry Larsen and James Barenboim both 
said putting off spending the money on side 
walks now would only cost the town more to 
do the job later, and deferring needed work 
was exactly what got the schools into the 
trouble they are in now. 

“We ought to spend on both of them and 
I’m ready to go for it,” Dr. Larsen said. 

“We can’t abandon the sidewalks because 
the schools have to be done. We have to do 
both,” Mr. Barenboim said. 

The proposal is the first project voters 
will face that is part of the town manager’s 
new five-year Capital Improvements Pro 
gram. Voters at last year’s Town Meeting 
directed Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
to create the CIP. The completed plan was

adopted by selectmen in December, but 
expenditures for projects in the plan still 
need approval by voters as they come up 

The $900,000 already in the Municipal 
Maintenance budget for next year is also 
part of the CIP, Of that money, $540,000 will 
gQ into school buildings, about $200,000 to 
West Middle School specifically, according to 
Mr. Stapezynski.

That's how much confidence I have in 
the students,” Ms. Anganes said, 

Ms. Umpa likes to have her hair done, 
then go upstairs for lunch at the Four 
Winds Restaurant, which is run by the culi- 
nary-arts students. 

She learned about the school's amenities 
after her late husband, Peter Umpa, retired 
and, having decided he wanted to go back to 
school, started taking shop classes. Ms, 
Umpa showed her appreciation of the 
school when she gave a cash award for a 
student at graduation. 

“I wanted to do it because they're so 
nice,” Ms. Umpa said. 

But the school's greatest cheerleader by 
far is Frank Vacirca, academic coordinator 
and former English teacher and department 
head, who has been at the school for 19 
years. He is the tech school’s public rela- 
tions man extraordinaire, 

A small clay figure in Mr. Vacirca’s like 
ness sits in his office, its mouth wide open 
with the caption, “Mr. P.R.” The figure was 
a gift from Louis Gleason, former superin- 
tendent who retired last year. Marsha 
McDonough is the new superintendent of 
the school. 

Like any other school 

As buses arrive at 7:30 a.m., Mr. Vacirca 
stands in the middle of the entrance hall 
and lets the wave of students wash over 
him. 

He greets students by name and if he 
misses a name, it’s often the name of a 
brother or sister who has already been 
through the school. The students shoot 
back their greetings to “Mr. V,” some shak- 
ing his hand on the way past, others giving, 
or getting, a pat on the shoulder. 

Breakfast is available every morning, 
thanks to rules for schools that receive 
funding from the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children program. One third of 
Greater Lawrence students are from fami- 
lies on some type of welfare, according to 
Mr. Vacirea, and they qualify for free or 
reduced-price lunch as well. 

After the homeroom bell rings, Phil 
Young and Rebecca Puentes, two teachers 
who work with the Students-at-Risk pro- 
gram, set up sign-in sheets at the front door 
for tardy students. 

“About six years ago we started the At- 
Risk program,” Mr. Vacirca said. “We had a 
big drop-out problem.” 

Six years ago, before institution of the at- 
risk program, 24-26 percent of students at 
the Tech were dropping out. That figure has 
since dropped to about 6 percent. 

he program involves counseling with 
students with academic, behavioral or 
attendance problems, even going so far as 
home visits in cases where calls or letters to 
family don’t get a response. 

Other changes at the school, such as free 
Spanish courses for teachers after school 
and multicultural workshops for the stu- 
dents, also contributed to the turn around, 
according to Mr. Vacirca. 

Mr. Vacircea credits Mr. Gleason, the for- 
mer superintendent, for starting the At- 
Risk program, the revamping of the cur- 
riculum and the consortium with Northern 
Essex Community College, which enables 
students to work for college credits during 
their senior year. Mr. Gleason was also 
responsible for starting competency-based 
vocational education at the school, which 
doesn't allow students to advance until 
they've tested competent at the previous 
level. 

Beating an image 
Joseph Gleason, Andover’s representa- 


tive onsthe Greater. Lawrence school board. 


and son of the former superintendent, 
doesn’t like the school being a secret and 
spouts off every chance he gets to let people 
know what it has to offer. 

Mr. Gleason doesn't like the fact that the 
number of Andover students at the school 
has dropped to 27 this year, 

“As far as I'm concerned, that’s far too 
few students using the services at Greater 
Lawrence,” Mr. Gleason said, “You can't 
convince me that there are not more than 
30 students in the town that would benefit 
frem an education at Greater Lawrence. | 
see a school that is woefully under-utilized 
by this community. People don’t know 
enough about the school to appreciate what 
we have there,” 

Greater Lawrence wages a constant bat 
tle with the “Tech school image” of being a 
dirty or dangerous place, or a place only for 
minority students, according to Mr. Vacir- 
ca. 

“It's tough to break that image,” he said, 

When Ken Seifert, former superinten- 
dent of Andover’s public schools, made his 
infamous quote several years ago about 
there being a moral vacuum in Andover, he 
also talked about the need to get beyond 
that stigma at the Tech, according to Mr, 
Vacirca. 

“We have our problems, but there are no 
police here, there are no metal detectors at 
the front door,” Mr, Vacirea said, 

The school had trouble with students 
pulling fire alarms at the beginning of last 
year, and that put an end to all hall passes 
and giving the kids freedom to roam, 

The school also now includes a notice in 
the student handbook advising incoming 
students that fire alarms, assaults or inci- 
dents involving drugs will no longer be han- 
dled internally, but will be automatically 
turned over to police. 

Tech-school officials understand that 
Andover schools have good programs and 
they don't try to compete, according to Mr. 
Vacirca, but he wishes residents would at 
least consider the Tech an option. 

“I think it's too bad people don't take a 
closer look at what the school has to offer,” 
Mr. Vacirca said. 

Statistics 

A total of 1,550 students from four towns 
attend Greater Lawrence, 70 percent from 
Lawrence, the rest from Methuen, North 
Andover and Andover. 

Most communities are looking at 
increases in their assessments for Greater 
Lawrence this year, while Andover is look- 
ing at a 20-percent decrease in 1993, accord: 
ing to Mr. Gleason. 

“And that's too bad,” he said. 

The average cost per student at Greater 
Lawrence is $7,067 this year, Mr. Gleason 
said. 

For comparison, the cost per pupil at 
other Andover public schools is about 
$5,000 per student. It's about $9,000 at Whit: 
tier Tech in Haverhill, according to Mr. 
Gleason, and $10,000 at Lincoln public 
schools, according to Chris Outwin, 
Andover School Committee chairman. 

Two-thirds of students at Grater 
Lawrence are male and 44 percent are 
minorities; mostly black and Hispanic. 

The senior class has 320 students. 

Nancy Boucher, a _ senior from 
Lawrence, was named the school’s top stu- 
dent, academic and technical, at the first 
awards ceremony for outstanding senior 
shop students held at the school last 
Wednesday night. Ms. Boucher has a 3.5 
grade point average, near perfect atten- 
dance, a coop job and she participates in 
several community activities,

and achievement award at the banquet. Mr. 
Nardella is a conference football all star 
who worked coop for Landers Electrical Co, 
in North Andover until he was recently laid 
off, “About 34 percent of the graduates last 
year went on to post secondary (schools),” 
Mr. Vacirea said. 

Students’ course work depends on their 
track level and program of study. The stu- 
dents fall into four tracks, 1-4, track 1 being 
like a college-prep program with advanced 
algebra, geometry and trigonometry, 
according to Mr. Vacirca. 

Greater Lawrence has an agreement 
with Northern Essex Community College, 
which gives graduates three college credits 
if they have a B or better grade-point aver- 
age in advanced trigonometry with good 
attendance. The school is working on more 
agreements with NECC as part of a consor- 
tium with Whittier, Greater Lowell and 
Shawsheen technical schools. 

As academic coordinator, the most dis- 
turbing single factor is the reading levels 
among in-coming students, according to 
Mr. Vacirca. 

“The reading levels and the math levels 
are so low,” he said. 

Students come in as freshmen with sev- 
enth-grade reading levels and fifth- or sixth- 
grade math levels, he said. When the Tech 
tests them, and they look bad, the Tech 
looks bad, Mr. Vacirca said. 

The best the Greater Lawrence can 
expect to do in most cases is bring those stu- 
dents up one level each year, so after four 
years, some students will only reach a 
ninth- or tenth-grade level. 

All in a day’s work 

The curriculum at Greater Lawrence 
consists of technical training in shop, and 
academic course work, which leads to a 
high school diploma. 

The school operates on an alternating 
weekly schedule, with half the students in 
shop and the other half in class one week, 
and switching around the next. 

Academic classes include mathematics, 
history, science, English, social studies and 
physical education. 

Current programs are Allied Health, 
Auto Body, Automotive, CAD/Machine, 
Carpentry, Construction and Building, Cos- 
metology, Culinary Arts, Data, Distributive 
Education, Electrical, Electronics, Food 


Technology, Graphics, Heavy Equipment, 
Industrial Electronics, Major Appliance, 
Metal Fabrication and Plumbing. 

Budget cuts have forced the school to 
make some layoffs, (although no academic 
teachers were let go), and to merge some 
programs, 

Fashion and home economics were 
merged to Food Tech. Construction and 
painting were combined into one shop, as 
were the small engine and heavy equip 
ment shops. Drafting now comes under 
CAD/Machine. 

In computer-design class, students prac- 
tice their skills on Apple Il and LC comput 
ers, making items such as business cards 
for teachers, school letterhead, a cosmetolo 
gy brochure, the school newsletter, a new 
school catalog, or outside jobs for non-profit 
organizations. 

“They do a personal logo and a resume 
for themselves,” said Laura Marino, of 
Andover, the desk-top-publishing teacher, 

The blue and white Warth Day posters 
hung all over Andover this week were 
designed and printed by Dorian Latham, of 
Lawrence, a senior graphics student. Mr, 
Latham’s brother graduated from carpen- 
try in 1985 and his sister graduated cosme- 
tology in 1988. He wants to attend NECC in 
the fall. 

Construction trade students do as much 
of the school’s maintenance work as possi 
ble, “as much as we can get away with legal- 
ly,” Mr. Vacirea said, 

The painting department has practice 
rooms and walls that freshman students 
paint and wallpaper, strip and paint and 
wallpaper again and again. 

But skilled students work on the school 
itself, painting classrooms, offices, and any- 
thing else that needs painting. They have 
almost completed remodeling the Four 
Winds Restaurant, and one day last week a 
student was stripping a door found in stor- 
age, which was to be refinished to replace a 
broken door somewhere in the school. Oth- 
er students varnished a set of wall cabinets 
the carpentry class built for a classroom. 

For the past 11 years, the students have 
built a house each year in cooperation with 
the Greater Lawrence Chamber of Com- 
merce, which then turns around and sells 
it. This year the house is in Methuen. 

“All the trades build that house,” Mr. 
Vacirca said. 

Heavy-equipment and small-engine stu- 
dents maintain the school’s three vehicles 
and take in lawn mowers and other equip- 
ment to repair. 

Since a fire in the auto body shop last 
year, auto body students share space in the 
heavy equipment, automotive and small 
engine shops. The auto body shop is 95 per- 
cent renovated, including a new $65,000 
spray booth, but officials aren’t sure when 
it will be fully operational for the roughly 
70 students who use it annually. 

Automotive students can specialize in 
diesel engines, front-end alignments, trans- 
mission work or other areas, and the shop 
is fully equipped as a state inspection sta- 
tion. 

While three students last week worked 
on an automatic transmission that had 
been pulled off a car in the heavy equip- 
ment shop, a female student worked om an 
engine stand, a practice engine, which stu- 
dents must completely disassemble, 
reassemble and get running before they are 
through. 

Five females and 76 males are in the 
automotive program. Marguerita Minguela, 
a senior from Lawrence, wants to go on to 
college, but figured the auto mechanics 
couldn’t hurt. 

“T wanted to learn at least a couple of 
things for myself,” Ms. Minguela said. 

Joanna Collado, a sophomore from 
Lawrence, transferred from data processing

The overwhelming majority of the 56 
employees on the Department of Com- 
munity Services’ payroll are summer 
and other seasonal employees. These 
people perform a variety of duties, 
ranging from office support and play- 
ground supervision to monitoring the 
shuttle buses that go to Hampton 
Beach, N.H. 

The three highest-paid employees 
are the two program coordinators, 
Mary Donohue and Peg Campbell, who 
earn $41,120 and $40,900 respectively, 
and full-time administrative secretary, 
Judith Melanson, who earns $28,499. 

The highest-paid seasonal employ- 
ees are summer office assistant Debo- 
rah Nowell, who makes $6,601, and 
Pomps Pond director Michael Hartley. 
The majority of the seasonal employees 
earn less than $1,000. They work at the 
town’s playgrounds, Pomps Pond, and 
open gym events at the schools. 

The DCS administrative staff used to 
be two times larger three years ago 
before the department was hit with 
major cuts, said program coordinator 


Memorial Hall 
almost $970K 


Memorial Hall Library spent 
almost $970,000 on salaries last year. 
There were five employees who 
earned more than $40,000 each and 
almost 40 who earned less than 
$10,000. 

The majority of those who earned 
less than $10,000 last year were high 
school students who shelved books for 
4,50 per hour and monitors and aides 
who earn between $5.50 and $6 per 
hour. The others are substitute van 
drivers who transported books to the 
37 participating libraries in the inter- 
library loan network, which Andover 
oversees, 

According to Shirley McGrath, 
assistant director for public services 
and reference, the high school pages 
do a yeoman’s task. 

“We'd be totally lost without the 
pages and the aides. They do all the 
nitty-gritty work like shelving the 
books,” she said. 

Ms. McGrath and Evelyn Kuo, 
assistant director and head of automa- 
tion, were the second highest paid 
employees last year. They each made 
$45,460. The highest paid employee 
was Director Nancy Jacobson. She 
made $57,943 last year. 

The fourth and fifth highest paid 
library employees were Nancy

“We lost our director, a full-time sec- 
retary and the facility coordinator,” 
who schedules the after-hours use of 
the town and school buildings. That 
woman is now under the direction of 
the municipal maintenance depart- 


ment, Ms. Donohue said. 


According to Ms. Donohue, enroll- 
ment in DCS programs is up and her 
office has had to work with organiza- 
tions outside town government to 


expand offerings. 


“We're finding new ways to put pro- 
grams together. We’re trying to use the

Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing to express my concern 
regarding the posture of your paper's 
article describing the results of the 
recent town elections. I had understood 
that it was a cardinal rule of journal- 
ism that news reporting and editorial 
expression were not to be joined. 
Rather, opinions of management 
belonged on the editorial page and not 
the front page. 

Such editorial commentary I believe 
was unfairly and unprofessionally 
included in your feature article setting 
out the election results for School Com- 
mittee. Specifically, I note that on four 
separate occasions you noted that Mr. 
Hubbell received fewer votes than 

“blanks” for a seat on the School Com- 
mittee. Such reiteration of this fact 
appears to have been included merely 
to reflect badly on Mr. Hubbell’s per- 
sonal stature in the community and 
not on his political positions. 

While it might be suggested that the 
number of blanks reflected some politi- 
cal statement by the electorate — such 
as a rejection of Mr. Hubbell’s style of 
confrontation politics — you offered no 
evidence through exit poll interviews, 
precinct analysis or other statistically 
sound data to substantiate this per- 
spective. It is just as likely that the 
number of blanks (which I note were 
only 1/3 of the blanks for the selectmen 


seats) reflected merely the lack of 


awareness of school issues or schoo] ' 


candidates by voters without children 
in the school system. 

Other alternative readings of the 
results are probably as reasonable. As 
a resident of Andover who has not 
always agreed with Mr, Hubbell’s posi 
tions or style, | take umbrage at what | 
view as your paper’s abuse of the pow 
er of the fourth estate. 

On a more positive note, I for one 
would like to express my appreciation 
to Mr. Hubbell for having offered his 
voluntary services to this town during 
the past three years. He has served on 
the School Committee during ve ry dif: 
ficult times — the committee has been 
faced with increasing enrollment, 
aging school facilities, teacher 
demands for equity and a system-wide 
reduction in funds that have resulted 


in decreases to the school budget of 


millions of dollars. While the size of the 
expense pie has steadily increased, the 
size of the revenue pie has been 
reduced significantly. 

Mr. Hubbell has struggled long 
hours, faced much opposition and giv- 
en up time from his family and busi- 
ness in his efforts to enable Andover to 
maintain a quality school system ata 
time of financial crunch. He has been 
an ardent and, yes, vocal voice for our 
children and I believe the town owes 
him a vote of thanks and not disparage- 


ment for his contributions that have 


enabled the system to continue to func- 
tion as well as it does. 

Perhaps the attitude of your paper 
helps to explain why, as one area news- 
paper recently noted, fewer and fewer 
residents across the Commonwealth 
are willing to put themselves on the 
line for what has too often become a 
thankless job by running for town 
office. 

Andover was fortunate this past 
election to have had a choice amongst 
four highly qualified candidates for 
School Committee. Mr. Hubbell was 
clearly such a candidate and I wish 
him well in his future endeavors.

“One thing about this shop, and a 
lot of the shops, is we do a lot of work 
for the public,” Mr. Vacirea said. 
“This school does a lot for the com 
munity and a lot of free work.” 

Again, customers only pay for 
materials. 

Clothing students learn to design, 
layout and make shirts, pants, skirts, 
dresses and suits from scratch. 

“We teach all the basics,” 
teacher Licia Forni. 

Some students will make their 
own gowns for the senior prom, 
which is May 9 at the Marriott. 

Clothing student Nancy Sanchez, 
of Lawrence, has four sisters who 
already graduated from Greater 
Lawrence and two more still at the 
school, Hileen in carpentry and Jean 
in major appliances.

Several students work coop jobs 
in area hotels such as the Marriott, 
Courtyard by Marriott and the 
Hampton Inn in Lawrence, accord- 
ing to Catherine Phillips, chairwom- 
an of the Food Tech and Hotel/Motel 
Hospitality programs.

She’s a National Merit Scholarship 
finalist. She had a perfect score in 
math and near perfect in English on 
her SAT’s. And she’s valedictorian of 
the class that’s soon graduating from 
North Andover High School. 


What makes North Andover High 
School senior Stephanie Barrett tick? 
How did this honor and scholastic 
prowess develop? Why does one stu- 
dent distinguish herself in this way? 

Stephanie is the daughter of Pat 
Williams and stepdaughter of Charles 
Williams, of Christian Way, North 
Andover. She looks like most other 
teen-agers, but it is easy to see she is a 
gifted individual with many interests. 


During high school she has been a 
member of the hockey, basketball and 
softball teams. She is currently on the 
math team and writes for the literary 
magazine. One of her interests is play- 
ing the piano. Stephanie has a job at 
the Lantern Brunch restaurant in 
Andover. 


Educators say academic excellence 
depends on students’ happiness and 
attitudes about school. Stephanie start- 
ed school when she was 2 years old. 
She went to pre-school in Switzerland 
with her sister, Jennifer. When the 
family moved to Texas, the girls 
attended the Lite Lighter School in Dal- 
las, 

Stephanie recalled the philosophy of 
the school, saying, “A child is not a 
vessel to be filled, but a lamp to be 
lighted.” 

Mrs. Williams quoted the school’s 
motto: ‘‘Send us a happy child and 
we'll send one back.” 


Teachers at the Dallas school 
hugged and greeted children in the 
morning and hugged them at the end of 
the day. There was no competition in 
the classroom, according to Stephanie 
and her mother. The school didn’t use 
a formal grading system. Only one 
standardized test was given at the end 
of the year. A parent-teacher confer- 
ence was held after the testing and chil- 
dren were evaluated on national per- 
formance levels. This happy and com- 
fortable environment had a lasting 
effect on Stephanie. 


Mrs. Williams encouraged her 
daughters to begin reading and learn- 
ing basic math at an early age. She 
wanted them to be creative with their 
free time and limited television view- 
ing to one hour each day.

Reading was enhanced by many 
trips to the local library.

by Engdahl. In addition to reading, she 
loves to write and create her own sto- 
ries. Today she enjoys reading novels 
by Joyce Carol Oates. 


Stephanie has been offered early 
acceptance at Princeton University. 
She is looking forward to college and 
studying in an aerospace program and 
in creative writing courses. She wants 
to be open to new ideas and not to have 
a narrow focus. 


Looking back over the last four 
years, Stephanie chose Margaret Han 
num as her favorite high school teach- 
er. Mrs. Hannum taught advanced- 
placement English and set high stan- 
dards for the class. 


“If my work received a low grade, I 
could rewrite to improve my work,” 
said Stephanie. 


“North Andover teachers are very 
committed to students’ learning,” said 
Mrs. Williams. “When Stephanie 
became a finalist for the National Mer- 
it Scholarship, Mr. (J. Emmett) Gog- 
gin, principal of North Andover High, 
telephoned and personally congratulat- 
ed her.” 

“A math teacher, Mr. (Anthony) 
McGowan, spends endless hours with 
the math team. He is caring and will- 
ing to put in the extra time,” said Mrs. 
Williams. 


Mr. McGowan has high hopes for 
Stephanie’s academic future. 

“She is a natural and has the ability 
to perceive problems and not memo- 
rize. She is academically gifted and a 
very sensitive girl,” said Mr. Mc- 
Gowan. 

He looks to Stephanie for leadership 
on the math team. 


“She is a wonderful girl,” he said. 

When Stephanie was a child, her 
mother read the Bernstein Bear book, 
He Bear, She Bear, to encourage free- 
dom to achieve. She wanted her daugh- 
ter not to be limited by age or sex, to be 
free to try whatever her interest is.

Thanks to tremendous athletes like 
current stars Jason McCue, Jill Ippoli- 
to, Steve Shepard, Holly Clark and 
Jamie Damon, it’s been a long time 
since anyone questioned whether the 
Andover High boys’ and girls’ spring 
track teams would have a successful 
season, 

For more than three decades the 
only unknown has been how many dif- 
ferent championships the AHS boys 
would win in a given year, and recent- 
ly the girls have also become automatic 
challengers in every meet they enter. 

Few schools parallel Andover in 
track achievements. 

The girls, for example, have earned 
three straight Merrimack Valley Con-

The Lady Warriors were 7-0-0 last 
year, winning most duals by at least 40 
points and being seriously challenged 
only by Chelmsford (72-59).

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Can Andover repeat last year’s performance?

It would be a nice going away pre- 
sent, but the chances of the 1992 And- 
over High baseball team presenting 
departing Coach Dave Bettencourt 
with a second straight State Division 1 
championship are slim. 

Not that the Golden Warriors don’t 
have the talent to repeat last year’s 
dream season. It’s just that it’s always 
so much harder the second time 
around. Too many things can go wrong 
along the way. 

Last year everything broke right. 
The Golden Warriors stayed relatively 
healthy, and won every close game 
including the 8-2 State final against 
1990 champ Milford at Holy Cross. 

There were several other one-run 
decisions, a pair of 9-8 slugfests against 
Lowell and Billerica and a regular-sea 
son ending 6-5 triumph over Lawrence 
High in a marathon Lawrence Invita 
tional Tournament title game.

When it was all over Andover had 
won a school-record 22 consecutive 
games, finishing with a best-ever 25-1 
overall ledger. 

The past two years the team is 45-5 
and the five-season record under Bet- 
tencourt, who takes over the head 
coach’s job at his alma mater (Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire) next fall, is 88- 
Me 

The Warriors graduated several key 
performers from the defending State 
championship squad, including five of 
the 10 starters. 

Gone are flamethrowing lefty pitch- 
er-rightfielder Dave Blank (South 
Florida), who was 8-1 last spring and 
contributed some key hits, catcher 
Brett Hammond (UMass-Amherst), DH 
Joe larrobino (Providence), second 
baseman Matt Orlando (Trinity) and

P.J. Johnson, Chethan Harish and 
Peter Arthur were other 1991 contribu- 
tors who graduated. 

Dynamic duo 

The returning nucleus includes two 
outstanding pitchers, senior Universi- 
ty of Maine scholarship recruit Jim 
Hanning and junior Justin Hesenius. 

Both hurlers, lefthander Hanning

There are 10 different levels in gym- 
‘nastics, with No. 10 being the elite com- 
petitors with Olympic aspirations and 
potential.

Marcie’s best all-around score with 
ue Yellow Jackets is a full point high- 
er, 34.85, and she went as high as 35.50 
A Andover. She scored a personal-best 
9.25 on bars 
against Methuen, 
and had a 9,15 and 
9.0 in floor exer- 
cise during the 
high school sea- 
son. 

“The scores are 
better because the 
judges are easier 
in high school,’ 
she said. ‘Being 
the Andover 
High team was 
fun and it helped 
my confidence.” 

Lothrop is one 
of the few private 
club coaches 
around that 
encourages his 
gymnasts to com- 
pete in high 
school.

“Most of our girls also do high 
school because it helps solidify their 
routines,” explained Lothrop.

“Gymnastics is a sport you really 
have to concentrate on for 12 months, 
and most club coaches discourage their 
kids from high school gymnastics for 
several reasons. 

“Once a club coach has established a 
system and set goals for a pupil, they 
don’t want another coach interfering 
or interrupting that gymnast’s progres- 
sion or practice schedule. 

“There is also an MIAA rule forbid- 
ding practicing or competing for both 
school and club teams the same day,” 
added Lothrop. 

“A lot of the high school coaches 
think they own the kid. They believe 
they've taught her everything she 
knows. It’s a big ego trip. But our girls 
could coach the coaches because they 
I just tell my 
gymnasts to clear any new tricks with 
me first.” 

Lothrop also feels most high school 
equipment and facilities are inade- 
quate and potentially dangerous. 

“High school season kills these kids 
physically. We have a spring floor at 
our gym to cushion a lot of the abuse 
the regular high school basketball floor 
can't. Their bodies take a tremendous 
beating, especially the knee and elbow 
joints. A lot of the kids come back to us 
with shin splints. 

“There are plenty of negatives,” stat- 
ed Lothrop, “but I still think the posi- 
tives make high school gymnastics 
worthwhile. It helped Marcie and I’m 
glad she and the team had such a great 
year,” 


Kicking some butt 

Marcie, who eventually hopes to use 
gymnastics as a vehicle to a college 
scholarship (she loves the University 
of New Hampshire), likes bars and 
vault best. 

“Marcie kicks butt in the vault,” 
said Lothrop. “She looks good doing it 
and she scores well. Her floor is very 
elegant and her beam routine is solid. 

“Bars is not as clean as it should be 
yet because she has problems with bent 
legs, and Marcie has to be more willing 
to try new moves,” 

The new State champ from Andover 
admits to be a little tired right now, 
after a series of big meets with And- 
over High and the USGF State competi- 
tion all came less than a month apart. 

But she’s not at the burnout stage. 

“I'm taking a little time off because 
of my back.” 

Marcie and three other Yellow Jack- 
ets qualifiers, including Children’s 
Division standout Kim Russo of North 
Andover, are scheduled to make the 
four-hour drive to Burlington, Ver- 
mont with Coach Lothrop on Friday, 
April 10. 

After the Regionals, assuming Mar- 
cie is healthy, she will move right into 
USIAGC and AAU competition prior to 
the Bay State Summer Games.
